He delivered his speech 
from the throne in French as well 
as English, the first time there has 
been a British throne speech by a 
British King in that language. tf 
the King had not endeared himself 
to the French-Canadians before, he 
has done so now, 

In fact, the French-Canadians 
Claim that “Le Roj du Canada’ 
speaks bette: French than he does 
English, but that is their pride of 
language. His Majesty took five 
minutes to deliver his throne 
speech in English, seven minutes in 
French, 

There was an uncomfortable | 
wait while the Gentleman Usher 
of the Black Rod went to the 
commons to call the members, and 
such waits are not good for His 
Majesty's nerves.

The Province Can't Do It All 


There is one aspect of the Jasper high- 
way project that may not have got the 
attention at Ottawa which it deserves. 
From Edmonton to Edson the country is 
fairly settled, and the provincial Gov- 
ernment is responsible for providing a 
good highway that far, though not neces- 
sarily a highway of the tourist-route 
standard. But from Edson to Jasper there 
is little settlement at present and little in 
prospect. That section of the highway 
is required as an inlet and outlet to and 
from the park, more than for any other 
purpose. The money which the province 
is spending on the highway this year may 
carry the work as far as Edson. Is the 
highway going to stop there? 

With all the demands that come from 
well settled parts of the province for 
highway construction there is a limit to 
what any provincial government could 
spend on a highway or section of highway 
not urgently required for ordinary pur- 
poses—however useful the road might be 
as an inducement and facility tourist 
traffic.

the announcement that reckless drivers 
are to be dealt with in future under dif- 
ferent legislation than hes governed such 
cases in the past. Hitherto prosecutions 
have been made under the Traffic Act. 
Hereafter they are to be taken under the 
Criminal Code. The Traffic Act provided 
that a convicted person was liable to a 
minimum fine of $15 and costs, and a 
maximum penalty of $50 and costs, for a 
first offence. But the section of the 
Criminal Code reads as follows: 

“Every one who drives a motor vehicle 
on a street, road, highway, or other pub- 
lic place recklessly, or in a manner which 
is dangerous to the public, having regard 
to all the circumstances of the case, in- 
cluding the nature, condition, and use of 
the street, road, highway, or place and 
the amount of traffic which is actually

fence, and liable, 

“(a) upon indictment to imprisonment

“(b) on summary conviction to im- 
prisonment for a term not exceeding three 
months or to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, or to both imprisonment 
and a fine.” 

Nothing said here about lenient treat- 
ment for first offenders. That is left to 
the courts. Nor is it a condition for pun- 
ishment that the reckless driver must 
have run into some person or damaged 
another car. To have driven recklessly 
is an offence in itself calling for a jail 
sentence or a fine or both. And it is up 
to the driver, notwithstanding the word- 
ing of traffic regulations, t> use his judg- 
ment as to what is reckless driving at the 
time and place. These are points worth 
remembering. What they mean is that the

Canada and German Exports 


At various times the criticism has been héard 
that the Canadian Anti-Dumping Duties operate 
somewhat harshly against the United Kingdom 
exporter, but it is only recently that we have met 
the sugg@stion that they are administered in such 
@ way as to enhance to German exporters the 
value of the German Government's expert sub- 
sidy.... While it is possible that German ex- 
porters may se*k to secure some advantage by 
ringing the changes on the various forms of 
exchange available for external transactions, the 
Canadian regulations lay down clearly how the 
prices quoted shall be checked. Moreover, among 
the duties carried out by the staff of the Cana- 
dian High Commissioner in London are periodic 
visits to the Continent for the purpose of check- 
ing the prices given in these exports. Should 
discrepancies be found, action is taken to correct 
them. But most encouraging cf all to the United 
Kingdom exporter should be the fact that Ger- 
man exports to Canada have been steadily de- 
creasing for some time.—Ironmonger (London).

Your Health 


—By Dr. Frank McCoy 


I have had many people tell me 
that they would not think of tak- 
ing cherries and milk together, yet 
I assure you that this is an excellent 
combination. 

There is a popular belief that 
cherries and milk together form an 
undesirable combination, but when 
these two foods are used alone, with 
nothing else being taken, they will 
blend together perfectly. Milk 
usually forms large curds in the 
stomach, especially when it is swal- 
lowed hurriedly, but by mixing it 
with the cherries, the curd is much 
smaller and the milk is more easily 
digested than would otherwise be 
the case. Try eating a few cherries 
and then taking a smal] drink of 
milk and see what excellent results 
are obtained. 

It is my belief that cherries should 
not be combined with starch such as 
bread, or flour. Those who report 
trouble after using cherries and 
milk will nearly always be found to 
have used the cherries and milk 
with some type of starch. The per- 
son with a good digestion may per- 
haps take this combination without 
any ill effects, but if the digestion is 
weakened, the combination of the 
fruit acid and the starch will often 
cause distress. The cherries are
